‘Father of Australian Soccer’: 
John Walter Fletcher 
1847-1918—a Biographical Sketch

The first recorded soccer match in Australia was played on Parramatta 
Common in Sydney on the afternoon of Saturday 14 August 1880. Students 
from The King’s School First XV rugby squad made up one team. The 
other, probably dressed in blue stockings, knickers that billowed beneath 
the knee and white jerseys that sported a southern cross over the left 
breast, was to become The Wanderers, the first ‘Association Football’ 
club in the land. 

Itis possible that soccer may have been played before the Parramatta 
game but suggestions to introduce the code began with two letters to the 
editor of the Sydney Morning Herald in 1877. The first was penned by 
*Novicrucian’; the second, three days later, by ‘CC’. "Novicrucian’ was 
Arthur Hengy Savage, a colonial educated at Rugby who had played for 
England against Scotland in 1876, Four years later he was playing at 
Parramatta with King’s to help the students. ‘CC’ was john Walter Fletcher, 
who also played on that memorable day but on the opposing team to 
Savage and his charges. The twosides came together by virtue of Fletcher's 
acquaintance with the headmaster of King’s, Rev. George F Macarthur, 
Both men were members of Sydney's Union Club. 

Fletcher had been elected Honorary Secretary of the committee set 
up to form an ‘Association Rules’ football club on 3 August 1880, On 
behalf of the committee he had then arranged the first match and on 19 
August he presented the committee's proposals to a meeting of faithful 
for the official establishment of ‘The Wanderers’ Football Club. Thereafter 
Fletcher continued as Secretary, enrolling the new club with the (English) 
Football Association, organising more games and opponents, and in 1881 
forming a team at his own Coreen College. In 1882 he then established the 
[NSW] English Football Association, which with the Natal FA was the

first Football Association to form outside the United Kingdom. Prepared 
to take the Fletcher was the English FA's first Secretary. Although 
others had been involved in the foundation years of soccer in Australia, 
Fletcher stands central to the key developments, It can be claimed with 
justification that he, and only he, was the ‘Father of Australian Soccer’, 
Fletcher's contribution to soccer has never been publicised within 
the game Itself or anyone external to it, Little has been known of ‘Rim, 
even though his involvement in sport was far wider than just football. 
During his times there were many others more important than him but in 
Its own modest way the career of Fletcher illustrates colonial life in fine 
detail, This article is a long overdu impt to rescue a personality from 
Historical oblivion. It also provides a window into the close-knit world of 
antipodean society in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. 


John Walter Fletcher 
John Walter Fletcher was born in London on 11 May 1847, the son of John 
Fletcher, barrister at law, and Harriet Bathurst, His childhood seems to 
have been spent at Redhill, Surrey and it was at the Redhill ‘School that he’ 
began his education, From there he was sent to Cheltenham College, one 
of the new crop of private establishments for the. emerging middle classes, 


His headmaster at Cheltenham was Alfred Barry, founder of Shore, ~ - 
Sydney Church of England Grammar School for boys, In 1866 Fletcher 
entered Pembroke College, Oxford and three years later graduated as a 
Bachelor of Arts with second class honours, His major seems to have been 
history, In 1879 he paid his yearly dues and obtained his Master's degree. 
While at Oxford, he took a keen interest in Sport and acquired a ‘blue’ in 
athletics, with a speciality in long distance running. 

Fletcher's movements from 1870-1874 remain obscure but during 
1875 he accepted a lon as Assistant Master at H E Southey’s country 
school, Oaklands, Initially located at Moss Vale, New South Wales (NSW), 
the school was moved to Mittagong before Fletcher arrived in the last 
months of 1875, Employment and a touch of adventure lured Fletcher to 
Oaklands but the man Southey himself was an attraction, Also an Oxford 
man, even if he was secretly sent down for persistent gambling, Southey 
was the nephew of the prominent poet Robert Southey. 

If Fletcher believed Oaklands was going to be another Cheltenham, 
he received a rude shock upon arrival, Southey’s school was a small, 
rough and tumble establishment where bullying among the boys was 
reminiscent of English schools in the 1820s. Set in the bush with 640 acres 
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of scrub attached, the school had a better than average standard of 
teaching but Southey’s methods, much liked by the Murrumbidgee 
squatters who sent their sons to Oaklands, were alien to the likes of 
Fletcher. His stay was accordingly short. 

While there, Fletcher did become a pioneer of lawn tennis in 
‘Australia, He seems alsd to have been the ‘reformer’ who introduced 
history and geography tothe school. His charges included Gilbert Murray, 
thena ten year old but later an eminent classics scholar. Murray's memoirs 
help explain why Fletcher's stay at Oaklands was so brief: 

When my mother and sister came up once to see me they 

were horrified at our dishevelled and ruffianly appearance, 

but took comfort from the thought that we were as healthy as 

we were untidy." 


7 final reason for Fletcher's quick departure conceivably lay in his staunch 
Anglicanism and disagreement with Southey, who had a commitment to 
Catholic religious instruction. 


By May 1876 Fleicher was residing in Sydney. He was admitted to 
the Union Club as an honorary member and full membership followed. 
Soon after, and it seems through Club contacts, Fletcher met Anne Marian 


Clarke, whom he married at St Thomas’ Church of England, North 


Sydney. It was Anne who embroidered the velvet bag in which cricket's 
famed Ashes were taken to England when Ivo Bligh’s team returned 
home in 1883. Fletcher's own connection with cricket at that time was as 
secretary of the Paddington Cricket Club in Sydney, the same club at 
which his eldest son, John William, later played alongside Victor Trumper? 

Fletcher settled in Woollahra, one of Sydney's eastern suburbs, and 
by early 1877 had established his own private boys’ school, which he 
named Coreen College. The school prospered and when Fletcher became 
involved with soccer as the founding secretary of the first club and 
football association in Australia, a team comprising the school’s pupils 
played against Sydney's other clubs in 1881 and 1882.’ John Scott Kerr, 
‘one of soccer's best players during the 1880s who went on to becoine @ 
well known bookmaker in New South Wales, was a member of the 
school's team. 

Coreen College continued until 1884 but was then moved to 
Katoomba on account of Fletcher's preference for mountain air, The new 
school was named Katoomba College and provided Fletcher with the 
platform from which to become a local identity. 
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This began soon after his arrival: Along with two others and John 

Britty North, the ‘Father of Katoomba’, Fletcher was appointed a Trustee 
of the Katoomba, Leura, Banksia and Echo Parks. He helped form the 
Katoomba Shooting, Excursion and Fishing Club, serving also on its 
committee. From 1891 to 1894 he was the President of the Katoomba 
School of Arts. In 1885 and 1886 he had entered his College in the 
Southern British FA’s Association Cup, and in 1889 he was involved in 
establishirlg a Katoomba team that twice played the Lithgow Rovags in 
that year, 
Evidently Katoomba College was a quick success. William Blamire 
Yourg (Pembroke College, Cambridge) arrived from New Leeds College, 
Leeds in 1885 to become mathematics master and Varney Parkes, son of 
Sir Henry Parkes, was commissioned to build extensions. This probably 
included the school’s large and elaborate gymnasium which reflected 
Fletcher's keen interest in sport. Young was later to distinguish himself in 
Britain and Australia as # watercolour artist and art critic, 

However, when the depression of the 1890s arrived and fewer 
parents were able to pay boarding school fees, Katoomba College was 
forced to close in 1893, Young returned to England and the school was 
turned into a guest house called ‘The Priory’, which Anne Fletcher 
managed. John Walter returned to his studies at the same time and was 
admitted to the Bar in November 1893. Entering Denham Chambers he 
practised in 1894 and 1895, no doubt returning to Katoomba on the 
weekends. At the start of 1896 ‘The Priory’ was sold and Anne Fletcher, 
four daughters and two sons moved to Sydney. 

John Walter seems to have left the Bar in 1896 and during the last 
term of school for that year filled in as a temporary master at Shore. His 
teaching qualifications and his background as an Anglican and a 
Cheltenham old boy who personally knew Shore's founder must have 
helped in gaining this position. 

Fletcher's movements during 1897 are unknown but in May 1898 
he joined the NSW Department of Justice. ln 1899, he was appointed 
police magistrate at Wilcannia on £350 per annum and served there till he 
was transferred to Moree in 1902. In 1904 he became a relieving police 
magistrate in the Justice Department's Emergency Branch. He continued 
in this position till his retirement in 1914, 

Fletcher retired to Neutral Bay in Sydney, not far from where he 
and Anne were married 
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Association Football 
The game of Soccer emerged as a recognisable code of 
football when the laws and format of play were regulated by 
a small group of public school enthusiasts in Southern 
England,between October 26 and December 8 1863, 


It developed from that style of football which can be traced 
through the middle ages and Renaissance,but it is only from 
around 1770,in English Public Schools,that the game took on 
its recognisable modern shape. 


At Charterhouse Eton,Harrow,Repton,Westminster,and 
Windchester,the dribbling game was seen both to suit local 
fields of play and to fit the new educational ideas being 
introduced to the public schools system at this time. 


Drs Arnold and Butler's education tenets "Godliness and 
good learning “soon became "Godliness and Manliness"(with 
some help from Charles Kingsley)and the strenous dribbling 
game with its emphasis on sportmanship,discipline and team 
loyalty,provided a vehicle for instilment of these ideas,. 


However,owing to the insularity of these institutions,the 
game developed in various forms,with each school boasting its 
own set of written or unwritten rules,from the mid 1840s, 
Indeed,the confusion which resulted over the localised nature 
of the game's rules prompted the drafting of the Universal" 
"Footballing Code in 1884,this which later became known as 
"Cambridge Rules"governed the increasingly popular game at 
"Cambridge University and confirmed the prounounced drift 
away from the “CATCH AND KILL", "CATCH AND RUN". towards the 
dribbling game. 

"Such matches were played regulary at Cambridge in the 1850s 
and,inevitably,the rules were taken to the country at large, 
via its gratuates. In 1855 for example,the Sheffield Club 
(Englands second oldest Football Club).was established under 
the influence of Old Harrovians.,who persuaded local village 
footballers not to handle the ball; alledgedly by providing 
the players with white gloves and florins to clutch during 
the game, 

In 1859,Harrovians formed the Forrest Club in Essex, playing 
makeshift games against "ad hoc"local teams, 

Even then,their opponents were mostly composed of old public 
school boys with a very limited card of matches. 

Despite these initial difficulties,the game continued to 
permeate the country,through the good offices and enthusiam 
of ex public school and Cambridge men. 

But the development of the game remained sporadic and was 
clearly in need of more careful organisation and control." 


This was realised in 1862,when several suburban clubs were 
formed around London and were seen to adopt the rules 
according to whom and where they were played. 

On 26 October,1863,captains and representatives from 12 
clubs met at the Freemasons Tavern in Lincoln Inn Fields in 
order to codify rules for the regulation of the game of 
football. At this and other meetings held over the following 
six weeks,the English Football Association became established 
Those at these modest founding meetings could have hardly 
envisaged the social revolution over which the organisation 
was to preside,within a few short years. For the sporting 
bureaucracy which slowly emerged from that first National 
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Football Authority became the framework within which 
Football established itself as the English National game 
While soccer's codification arose largely through the 
efforts and enthusiasm(early confusion)of public schools 
exponents the English Football Association gained in power, 
owing to the games widespread acceptance by the working 
classes. With the introduction of the five and half day 
working week for industrial workers in 1840 and 1850s,there 
became a clear need for recreational activities with which 
to occupy their spare time. As well,during this period,the 
enlightened belief became generally held that forms of 
physical activity were required to maintain good health, 
Consequently,the dribbling game rapidly gained popularity 
in the industrial Midlands and north of England. 
Soccer's forerunner was seen as the ideal recreation for the 
working classes, The game,as played under the Cambridge rule 
and later under the F.A.code,was distinguished by involving 
a minimum of rough play. 
It could be played virtually anywhere,from cobbled streets 
and courtyards to uneven commons,and invited less injury to 
players than other codes, 


The equipment required to stage a match was well within the 
economic scope of the working classes; a ball,four posts or 
markers and (optionally) Distinguishing Colours. 

For the F.A.establishment,clubs from the Midlands and the 
North of England dominated trends in playing styles and the 
games English administration. 


Englands most durable export was soccer with global 
expansion occurring in the 19th and 20th centuries and 


beyond. 
This was largely due to the dominant econmic,military and 


technological sway which the British Empire held in the 

late 19th and early 20th centuries,Within 60 years of the 
institutionalisation of the F.A.Code,it had become the 

major Winter recreation in most European Central and South 
American countries. 

But while the game was seen to flourish in countries with 
large urban populations(eg.Europe,Central and South America) 
or with high levels of industrialisation (eg.Europe)or in 
countries with a strong British influence(eg Palestine and 
India),soccer inexplicably, languished in Britains major 
"European" colonies such as Canad,South Africa,and Australia. 
In each of these colonial instances,a host of individual, 
reasons maybe advanced to explain why soccer did not attract 
a strong following,However,three factors which are common to 
each give rise to a basic pattern, 

Firstly,the socio economic conditions under which soccers 
popularity grew elsewhere were absent. 

None of these colonies had a large urban centres or 
significaant levels of industrialisation until around the 
turn of the century when in each case,the soccer presence 
began to be felt, 

Secondly the national and nationalistic aspirations in 

these colonies did not totally concur with those of the 
British. 

In Canada,there was a large French speaking population, 

In South Africa,there were Dutch(Afrikaners) and in 
Australia,there wer Irish; all whom,for reasons generally 
known,had cause to resist British influnces. 
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Concomitant with national and nationalistic aspirations as 
major factors in soccer's slow introduction to these 
colonies,was the "pioneering spirit." By the late 1880's 
soccer was seen as a mass recreation whose support came 
largely from urban/industrial centres hardly a game to 
attract great interest in colonies requiring the settlement 
of hugh tracts of land, 

The third factor which is common to the three colonies is 
the "adverse"climate and geographic conditions, The 
blistering sun*in Australia and South Africa,the freezing 
conditions in Canada and wide open spaces which prevail in 
all three,most probably induced people to particpate in more 
localised recreations, 

Equally,the relative isolation of these colonies from world 
centres(Which at the time were virtually all in Europe), 
PROVIDED ANOTHER BARRIER to soccer's widespread introduction, 


Taking these three factors into consideration,it would seem 
surprising that soccer became established in any of these 
British colonies, But,as the conditions for soccer's 
introduction gradually became present(mainly in the last 
decade of the 19th century),the game took hold, In Australia 
as in Canada,South Africa and New Zealand,it was mainly 
English and Scottish migrants arriving in the 1880s and 

the 1890s who established the sport of soccer, 


In New South Wales and Victoria,games of Soccer was played 
on an informal basis(usually between neighbouring towns 
and districts) had been seen as early as 1873,although it 
was not until the early part of 1880 that games between 


clubs became organised, 
In New South Wales,the colony's first club The Wanderers 


was formed by a group of Englishmen, 


An Association soon had six teams competing,later five clubs 
emerged to form an Association in Victoria. Queensland 


first club was The Rangers. 
In the North(Newcastle) a group of Scottish miners formed 


the famous Minmi Rangers in 1884, 


The Minmi Rangers were soon followed by Hamilton, Lambton 
Thistles,Burwood United,Carrington Blackwatch,Wallsend 
Rovers,Adamstown Rosebud,West Wallsend Bluebells,and 
Young Wallsend.(Please read Local History re Newcastle).

But owing to the weather and the sodden state of the ground 
consequent upon recent rain,the managing trustees thought 
it advisable not to allow the game to be played there,as 
the result might be serious injury to the Cricket wicket.

The match was well patronised by the public,and making due 
allowances for the event of form exhibited by some of the 
players the game was of interesting character, 

At first the team chosen by MrFletcher had the advantage,and 
succeeded in getting several good shots at goal without 
scoring. 

"But during the last half Mr Rapers men showed more staying 
power,and the last named player succeeded in winning the 
match by scoring a goal.. a result partly owing to the 
"BAD" play of the goalkeeper of the opposing side", 


The Sydney Morning Herald furthur reports that later in June 
The Wanderers v Redfern. 

This match played before a fair number of spectators,but 
nearly all were interested in the "Footraces",which came 
on at half time. 

The Wanderers though weak in the backs had a strong team 
with Woolley the captain having a fine game as did Tryer, 
and MacDonald. 

Redfern's centre forward North also played well. 

Danahey & Fletcher for Wanderers also had a great match. 
At half time the match was held up for 30 minutes for a 
footrace to take place. 

In the second half Redfern were unlucky losing the strong 
wind which gave Wanderers a big advantage in the first 
half.

There could be no excuse on the score of want of 
attractiveness as it was well known all through the week 
that when two such teams as the Caledonians and the 
Wanderers are pitted against each other the chance of 
seeing a very interesting and attractive display of British 
Association Football Game are exceedingly rosy. 

Those who were present thoughly enjoyed and appreciated the 
play which was equal to anything that has been witnessed 
this season. 

The result was a win for the Caledonians 2x0, the difference 
in the score is not soley due to the superiorty of the 
winning team,for the chorous each side had of kicking 

goals were about equal. 

The dribbling and passing of several of the contestants 

was of a very high character,and it is surprising that 

this style of Football does not commend itself more 
generally to the minds of the Football loving public.

The Evolution of the Penalty 
One of the most momentous decisions ever made by the Football Association 
Council was the introduction of the Penalty Kick Law in 1891. Its overall effect on 
football is incalculable but it has certainly given rise to numerous unusual incidents, 
affected many a result and added an extra spark of excitement to the game. 
Previously no-one had discovered a satisfactory solution to the problem of how to 
penalise players who prevented a goal by unlawful means. Although one 
experimental rule had been introduced however, in 1881, by which the referee (still 
the official to whom the umpires referred to in case of disagreement) was 
empowered to award a goal against a player who handled the ball to prevent it from 
crossing the line, but after several cases of disputes had been reported the rule was 
rescinded in 1882 and no further attempt to alter the laws was made again until 


1891, 


By this date, “stop at nothing” tactics had spread and foul tackles were the accepted 
practice among the players to prevent a score because they knew full well that the 
resultant free kick could be nullified by packing the goalmouth, So, when the Irish 
Football Association suggested the penalty kick, it was readily accepted by the local 
Association. At first, it had only a slight resemblance to the spot-kick of today and was 
‘still regarded as an extraordinary rule; even when referees were given complete 
control on the field from 1894 - it therefore being no longer necessary for players to 
appeal to them for decision - this did not apply to the penalty kick, at least for certain 
offences. In fact, spot kicks did not take place until 1902 when present day markings 
were introduced; up to this point in time the penalty and the goal areas were 
completely different. Before 1891, the only mark on the field of play had been in the 
centre but the penalty kick gave rise to a number of markings where none had 
previously existed; viz. a line 12 yards from, and parallel to, the goal line by a player 
‘standing alone; a line six yards from the goal, limiting the distance to which a 
goalkeeper could advance; a mark 18 yards from the goal, behind which all other 
players were required to stand; this was only in theory, for a few grounds possessed 
‘these markings during the first season when the law was in practice. Thus when the 
Wolves centre forward, Heath, shot the first penalty against Accrington (England) on

THE PENALTY KICK 
The experience of a few seasons enabled the Football 
Association to see that the awarding of a penalty for an 
offence near the touch line was not justified and that the 
shape of the goal area in practice limited the goalkeeper's 
advance to five yards instead of six in the centre. 
As a result,present day markings were introduced, 
After this change,the goalkeeper was compelled to stand on 
his line but he could still jump about in an effort to 
distract the kicker;this was not forbidden until 1929, The 
final addition to the law governing the markings on the 
field was made in 1937 when the penalty "arc"was introduced, 
This gave the kicker an unimpeded run at the ball. 


A few loopholes in these laws were from time to time 
discovered by ingenious players;in the first season a 
Scottish forward scored a penalty by dribbling into the goal, 
while in another match delaying tactics caused the 90 minutes 
to elapsed before a penalty could be taken, The Football 
Association altered the law to provide for such contingencies 
but one goalkeeper tried a new strategy after the first 

World War:he was Thomas Farquharson of Cardiff and Ireland 
who gained a Cup Winners medal with the Welsh club in 1927, 
He stood behind the goal-line when called upon to face a 
Chelsea penalty and saved the kick. Soon afterwards,a new 
rule compelling goalkeepers to stand on the line,was 
introduced.

The President of the British Football Association send the 
following letter addressed to players and adherents of the 
Association Rules,which it is devoutley hoped will have 
the effect of pouring oil on the troubled waters of last 
year; 

I beg a small space in your valuable paper as President 

of the British Football Association to call attention of 
all persons interested in these rules to the approaching 
season. 

I would like especially to have a few words with the players 


The season is fast approaching and we have a lot of work to 
do and the new rules to consider. 


Players should all turn up on Friday 27th March and give 
these rules the earnest consideration they deserve. 
as upon them a great deal of the seasons success depends. 


It is to be sincerly hoped that all will rally round the 
standard,and bury the hatchet that did so much damage to 
the game and disorganised some of the teams last year. 


We have a promise of 12 Gold Medals from the university 
ground committee and a Cup from Mr Kerr to play for. 

Our game is now assuming an importance in Sydney that calls 
for judicious and careful management and the elimination 

of everything tending to partianship in its government 

by the Association,while encouraging the keenest rivalry 
between clubs.. 


I would especially counsel delegates in the association 

to sink partisan feelings and sympathies in one grand 
endeavour to promote all that is best and brightest in our 
game,so that the public of the colony may be led to 
patronise it as it is patronised in the old country. 


Wednesday lst April 1896 as reported by Left Wing. of 
the Referee. 

A special general meeting of the Association was held on 
Friday 28th March at the Trades Hall for the purpose of 
considering the alterations and additions to the rules. 
the result of the labors of the sub committee appointed 
last year. 

Mr J.J.Dugmore occupied the Chair. 

There was a fairly good attendance of delegates. 

Those present recognised that the committee had done its 
work thoroughly,for, although the most pronounced reforms 
created a lively discussion,they were,with very few 
amendments were passed. 

Owing to the want of time,only the general constitution 
and rules were gone into,the consideration of the rules 
of the various competition being adjourned till Tuesday 
night. 

Without doubt the Principal "REFORM" is the composition 
of the committee,Previously each club had the right of 
sending two delegates to the committee,thus last- year 
with 18 clubs,the committee consisted of 36 members 
besides officials. 

It was very evident from the experience gained last season 
especially that this number was altogether unmeidly 
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and unworkable. 

The new rule,therefore,provides for a committee of ten 
(elected)from the delegates at the A.G.M, 

Five to be bonafide delegates senior and five from the 
junior clubs together with a Patron,President,seven 
Vice Presidents ,Secretary and a Treasurer, 

The seven Vice Presidents to be members of some 
affiliated clubs. 


Then,in the matter of protest,and other committees are 
given the power to appoint sub committee to deal therewith. 


The other alterations are of very minor considerations. 
The amended committee rule is certainly a step in the 
right direction,and the only exception that can be taken 
is that it has not gone far enough, 


Seven committee men and three Vice Presidents being in 
my opinion enough. 

However,we must be satisfied with the first step,and it is 
to be hoped that the machinery of government will work 
more easily and gracefully during the coming season than 
was unhappily the case last year. 

It was announced at the meeting thae the Association had 
secured the University Oval for the season,which was 

an extremely satisfactory piece of news,as the expected 
gate money will go a long way towards pushing the 

game forward,
